ON THE other hand, Ben-Gur 
ion did not hesitate to hold a 
friendly meeting with Germany's 
Chancellor Adenauer in New 
York. Israel sells and continues 
to sell munitions to Germany 
More than a billion dollars worth 
of restitution and_ reparation 
money is being accepted by thc 
Israel government and by resi- 
dents of Israel. Two German 
language newspapers are pub- 
lished daily in Tel Aviv and have 
a wide circulation. Many hun 
dreds of German tourists visit 
the country. German ships put 
in at our ports. 


THESE TWO sets of contradic. 
tory facts can not be reconciled 
because the motivations for and 

gainst any contact with Ger- 
many are also irreconcilable. The 
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average Israeli is disturbed by 
the obvious problem which has 
thus been created, and few pre- 
tend to have the answer. The 
other day a public mock trial 
was held, seeking to indict Is- 


rael’s Prime Minister for his 
meeting with Adenauer. The ar- 


guments pro and con were pre 
sented with vigor, The important 
thing about this trial was that 
the huge mevie house in whicn 
the gathering was held was not 
big enough to accommodate the 
crowd which turned out. The 
crush was so great that the pc- 
lice had to be called to main- 
tain order, Feelings did not run 
high on either side; this was 
merely an indication of extreme 
public interest. 

The local situation has been 
further complicated by political 
elements. Various parties have 
seized on the German issue and 
utilize it from time to time to 
advance their own partisan 
causes, The arguments which are 
advanced may be summarized as 
follows: 

Against any relations with Ger- 
many: Sentiment is the most 
powerful factor. How can Jews 
ever forget? How can we, even 
by inference, appear to wipe the 
slate clean as if nothing had ever 
happened, Another line of rea- 
soning is advanced by the left- 
wing parties. Western Germany 
is obviously an agent of the im- 
perialist Western powers. Israel 
should maintain neutrality in the 
East-West cold war, and not ally 
itself with one side. Any rela- 
tions with Germany will further

THE REASONING in favor of 
closer relations with Germany 
are no less strong. Proponents 
of this point of view also speak 
in the name of morality, One 
can not condemn an entire peo 
ple. The criminal leaders have 
been punished. It is immoral to 
seek vengeance against a second 
generation which had no share 
in the crimes of 20 years ag), 
Further, our refusal to establish 
formal relations with the Bonn 
government seems pretty hollow 
in view of the fact that Israel 
does maintain an Economie and 
Reparations Mission in Germany 
which goes through many of the 
motions of a diplomatic agency 
even if it does not function as 
such in name. We are willing to 
accept German money. Israel's 
stand should be based on the self- 
interest of Israel. If our politica’, 
economic, military needs requires, 
we should not refuse to do busi. 
ness with Germany. Whom does 
it benefit if we spite ourselves? 

Thus the arguments go. Ben 
Gurion’s stand is well known, and 
bit by bit, gradually, Israel is 
moving ever closer to Germany. 
When the time comes extremists 
here will set up a rumpus, but 
I believe that the great majority 
of the population will go along,

By DR. JOHN H. HOLMES 


IN SPEAKING to you this 
morning, I have two very det- 
inite propositions in mind. One 
is the proposition that Christian- 
ity owes a heavy debt to Juda 
ism. The other is the proposi- 
tion that Christianity ought to 
be willing to recognize and pay 
this debt, as any honorable debtor 
recognizes and pays his obliga- 
tion. 

When I speak of Christianity, 
let me say, I am not speaking 
of theological doctrines or ec- 
clesiastica] instructions — very 
little of what is contained in the 
actual history of the church. 
Rather am 1 speaking in terms 
of that pure religion and un- 
defiled which sprang from the 
heart of Jesus, was propagated 
far and wide by his disciples and 
apostles, was recorded in the 
pages of the New Testament, 
and remains to this day the 
greatest single spiritual influ- 
ence in human history. This re- 
ligion, it should be known, is 
in reality Jewish in origin and 
content. It is only an accident 
that it did not remain in the end 
what it was in the beginning—a 
part and parcel of the Jewish 
world. Now that it is one of 
the separate religions of man- 
kind, its parentage should be 
confessed, and its heritage duly 
honored. 


LET ME begin what I have to 
gay this morning with Jesus, 
who is the center and soul of 
Christian faith. 

Joseph and Mary were pious 
Jews; they went up each year to 
Jerusalem to keep the feast of 
the Passover! They taught Je. 
sus, by precept and example, to 
attend the synagogue where he 
became acquainted with the 
Bible of his race. In his early 
manhood, it was his custom to 
go to the synagogue on the 
Sabbath day . .. and he began 
his public ministry, so the rec- 
ord tells us, by standing up in 
the synagogue in Nazareth and 
reading from the prophet Isaiah. 
In spirit as well as in_ blood, 
this Nazarene was a son of Is- 
rael. ... It is to the Jews that 
the Christians owe this peerless 


leader and founder of their 
faith. I would go so far as to 
say that we cannot understand 
Jesus unless we acknowledge 


that his rightful place in history 
is that of the last and greatest 
of the Jewish prophets. ... 


SO MUCH ‘or Jesus! Next 
only to this august figure of the 
Nazarene stand three elements 
which are central in Christian 


the Christians are indebted to 


the Jews. 

In the first place, there is the 
Bible, the sacred scriptures of 
the Christian church. This Bible 
consists of two parts — the Old 
Testament, so called, and the 
New. The Old Testament, which 
comprises some three-fourths of 
the Bible, belongs not to Christi- 
anity at all but to Judaism. The 
Old Testament, let it be said is 
the Jewish Bible! I know of no 
more high-handed piece of im- 
pudence in all history than the 
action of the early Christians in 
taking over the Old Testament 
into their churches, and saying: 
“This is ours!” It is as though 
we Americans should possess 
ourselves of Shakespeare and 
Milton, and Dryden, and Poe, 
and Keats, and Shelley, and Ten- 
nyson, and Browning, and sol- 
emnly declare that the writings 
of these men belong to us and 
were the basic part of our na- 
tive literature. Saying so, of 
course, does not make it so! 


THESE poets are not Ameri- 
cans—and, by the same token, 
the Old Testament is not Chris- 
tian. It is Jewish through and 
through; and whenever we use 
it we should remember that we 
are turning to Jewish sources 
for instruction and_ inspiration. 
That is the reason why I am 
careful in our services here to 
refer to the Old Testament, 
whenever I read lessons from its 
text, as “the Scriptures of the 


Jews.” As for the New Testa- 
ment, this is our own. This 
portion of the Bible is “the 


Scriptures of the Christians.” 
But even so, it is only fair to 
recognize, it seems to me, that 
the New Testament is through- 
out a Jewish book. Every 
word of it, from the first chap- 
ter of Matthew to the last chap- 
ter of Revelation, was written by 
Jews, and thus is saturated with 
the Jewish spirit and ideals. 
Next to the Bible comes the 
church—by which I mean not 
the hierarchy, which belongs to 
a later period of history, but the 
simple fact of the congregation 
of men and women meeting to- 
gether on a Sunday morning for 


the worship of Almighty God. 
Where did this really come 
from? Why, from the Jews— 


more specifically from that gen- 
eration of Jews which suffered 


the tragic experience of the 
Exile. 

* 
IN THE ANCIENT | times, 
among all peoples, there was 


no church, or congregation, as 


of religious worship were tem- 
ples, dedicated to the god or 
gods of the nation, where na- 
tional festivals were held, where 
holy offices were performed by 
priestly agents of the state, and 
where the people came at pe- 
riodic intervals to lay their 
offerings upon the sacred altars. 
This was as true in Palestine as 
it was in Egypt, Babylonia, 
Greece and Rome. The great 
temple of the Jews was in Jeru- 


salem, and there was_ worship 
offered to Jehovah. There were 
times, to be sure, when local 


worship was set up in what was 
called the “high places’; but 
this was uniformly discouraged, 
and all] religious rites thus cen- 
tered in the city of the king. 


Then came the Exile, in 586 
B. C. The kingdom of Judah 
was over-run, Jerusalem cap- 
tured and destroyed, and the 
people carried away as_ slaves 
into the far realms of their con- 
querors. Here they remained 
for two generations, lost to their 
homeland and to all the high 
practices of their religion. How 
could they sing the Lord’s songs 
in a strange land? How could 
they worship God without temple 
or altar? They must keep in 
touch with their deity, and plead 
for his pity and help—otherwise 
they were surely lost, and their 
children with them. But with 
the Temple so far away, how 
could they reach God, or per- 
form the rites which he ex- 
pected? 

The answer came out of the 
very necessities of the situa- 
tion. Robbed of their tem- 
ples as of their holy city, the 
exiles, settled in scattered towns 
and villages, came together on 
the Sabbath day, wherever they 
were, and remembered Zion and 
read from the sacred pages of 
the Law. These meetings came 
to be regular gatherings, which 
in due course were organized, 
and later developed customs and 
practices and a sanctity of their 
own. They were called syna- 
gogues—or whatever is the He- 
brew word for a “gathering to- 
gether,” or congregating of men 
and women for the holy purpose 
of religion. 


IT WAS THUS, in a time of 
dire extremity, that the Law of 
Israel was preserved, and the 
memory of Jehovah, the God of 
forgotten. In due 


course the Jews returned to 
Palestine, and there set up the 
Temple once again upon Mt. 
Zion. The central worship was 
thus restored, and the priests 


Israel, not 








ity. For all] these three elements 


we know it today. The centers 


once again commissioned to 


guard the people’s destiny. 


But the habit of the Exile was 
too strong and people would not 
give up their local or congre- 
in their vil- 
lages, or even houses. The syna- 
gogue became as well recognized 
an institution of Judaism as 
the Temple itself, and held in 
time the first devotion of the 
people. Jesus knew the syna- 
gogue of Nazareth from his 
youth up, and in this synagogue 
began his ministry. When, fol- 


gational meetings 


lowing his death, his followers | 


carried on his work, it was first 
in synagogues, and only later in 
churches of their own, that they 
proclaimed the Gospel. 


BUT THESE churches, 
they came, were modeled pre- 
cisely on Jewish example, and 
thus were the daughters of the 
synagogue. When 
meet today on Sunday mornings 
to worship God and to conse- 
crate their lives to his service, 
and to preserve the sacred tra- 
ditions of the faith, they are 4o- 
ing not only what the early 
Christians did, but what the 
Jews 
days of the Exile. We have a 
ecnurch because the Jews first 
had a synagogue. The former 
is the direct descendant of the 
latter. 

This brings us directly to the 
third of these essential elements 
of Christianity. In addition to 
the Bible and the church is Sun- 
day as the sacred day of rest 
and worship — the one day in 
seven set scrupulously aside for 
purposes of physical recreation 
and spiritual] regeneration. Where 
did this Christian Sunday come 


from? Why, obviously. from 
the Jewish Sabbath. 
¢ 


IT IS TRUE that the Jewish 
Sabbath is the last day of the 
week — traditionally the day 
when God rested from his labors 
after the six days of the crea- 
tion. “And on the seventh day 
God ended his work which he 
had made” (Genesis 2:2). The 
Christian Sunday, in contrast, 
is the first day of the week, so 
celebrated because it was on this 
first day that Jesus is supposed 


to have risen from the dead. 
“And when the Sabbath was 
past . very early in the morn- 


ing, the first day of the week, 
they came unto the sepulchre 

. and saw that the stone was 
rolled away” (Mark 1-3). So 
the first day among Christians 
came to take the place of the 
seventh day among Jews. But 
this detail is unimportant. The

Sunday is the rebirth of the 
Jewish Sabbath — the Christian 
once again taking his religious 
practices from the Jew! 


We are beginning now, per- 
haps, to understand how stu- 
pendous is the debt = which 
Christians owe to Jews. Not 


only Jesus himself, but the Bible, 
the church, and Sunday all come 
from Jewish sources. But not 
yet have we gotten to the heart 
of the matter. What about the 
teachings of Christianity—thouse 
great truths of the moral and 
spiritual life which constitute 
the essence of the Gospel? The 
things which Jesus taught—were 
those original with him, or did 
they spring from the Judaism 
in which Jesus was born and 


| reared? 








THIS QUESTION reminds me 
of an experience in the early 


1 was attending a meeting of 
the Libera) Ministers Club of 
which certain Jewish rabbis were 
members along with the Chris- 
tian clergymen. I chanced to be 
sitting beside a very eminent 
rabbi of that day—the head of 
the great Temple Emanuel. In 
the course of our conversetion 
together, I made some reference 
to what I called “the originality 
of Jesus.” What was my sul- 
prise to hear this rabbi retort 
that there was no originality in 
Jesus — that the Nazarene was 
one of the most unorigina] men 
who ever lived. 


AS A YOUNG and ardent 
preacher, I was greatly shocked 
by this remark, In late years, 
however, I came to fee! that my 
friend, the rabbi, was on _ the 
whole correct. It is true that 
Jesus was origina] in what he 
said — or rather in the way 
he said it! Of all the religious 
teachers of the world he ranks 
as incomparably the most poetic. 
The Sermon on the Mount and 
the various parables are un 
matched for sheer power and 
beauty in either ancient or mod- 
ern literature. Jesus was origi- 
nal also in his spiritual] insights 
—in his discernments of truth 
in unusual circumstances, amd 
in his application of this truth 
to the common way of life. He 
had a genius for spirituality 
which is unparalleled. But his 
supreme and unique contribu 
tion to Christianity, of cours 
was his personality. Within this 
man was a radiance of the it 
ner life which made it easy fof 
his contemporaries to join with 
the Roman centurion in the dee 
laration: “Verily, this man was 
the Son of God.” But in the a&

tual content of his teaching, 
Jesus was not original. The 
substance of his faith. and vision 
was all derived from _ Israel! 
Let me see if I can make this 
plain: 


ON NEW YEAR’S DAY, 1946, 
a civic ceremony was conducted 
at the City Hall by Mayor La- 
Guardia, in which a Catholic 
priest, a Protestant clergyman 
and a Jewish rabbi were the 
participants. In the course of 
his rernarks, the Mayor referred 
to the Golden Rule and the Lord’s 
Prayer, and said that if men 
would only live up to the pre- 
cepts of these two _ teachings, 
there would be no trouble in the 
world. It would seem as though, 
in this reference, the Mayor was 
flattering the Christians and 
leaving out the Jews. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he could not have 
made a better selection, for the 
Golden Rule and the _ Lord’s 
Prayer belong quite as much to 
the Jews as to the Christians 
themselves. 

The Golden Rule, it must be 
said, belongs to neither Chris- 
tians nor Jews in any exclusive 
sense of the word. It is a part 
of ail religions. Thus, I have 
found it in the scriptures of no 
Jess than nine of the world’s re- 
ligions — Hinduism, Zoroastrian- 
ism, Buddhism, Confucianism, 
Mohammedanism, Grecian, Ro- 
man, Judaism, and Christianity. 
The Golden Rule, as it appears 
in the New Testament, is famil- 
jar: “All things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them, for this 
is the law and the prophets.” 
The Jewish Golden Rule is 
negative rather than positive in 
its formulation, but is identical 
in meaning. It reads: ‘“What- 
ever ye do not wish your neigh- 
bor to do to you, do not do unto 
him. This is the whole law, the 
rest js exposition.” ; 


BUT THE LORD'S PRAYER— 
this surely is original with Jesus! 
So it is in its formulation into 
one of the simplest and most 
beautiful compesitions that can 
be found in the world’s religious 
literature. But in its content it 
is derived from beginning to 
end from Jewish sources. There 
is not a line in the prayer which 
cannot be duplicated in these 
Sources. In substantiation of 
this sweeping assertion, let me 
cite the testimony of two schol- 
ars who have a right to speak, 
as I do not. 

The first is a famous Ger- 
man authority, Theodor Keim, 
whose biography of Jesus, 
Written many years ago, still 
Tanks as one of the greatest 
Studies ever made of the life 
and teaching of the Nazarene. 
Referring to the Lord’s Prayer, 
Keim writes: “Not only the ad- 
dress of God, together with the 
first two petitions, but pretty 
Well all of it in detail, appears 
here and there in Jewish Tal- 
mudie prayers.” The second 
Witness is a great Jewish schol- 
ar, Joseph Klausner, of the He- 
brew University in Jerusalem, 
whose “Jesus of Nazareth” is re- 
garded as the ablest biography 
of Jesus ever written by a Jew. 
In this authoritative work the 
author says of the Lord’s Pray- 
er that it is “a remarkable pray- 
er, universal] in its appeal, earn- 
est, brief and full of devotion. 
Every single clause in it, how- 
ever, is to be found in Jewish 
Prayers and sayings in the Tal- 
mud.” So the Golden Rule and 





the Lord’s Prayer alike belongseem to be it. Yet turn to the 


to Jews as well as Christians. 
= 


NEXT ONLY to these two 
documents, I would name the 
Beatitudes as the most precious 
sayings to be found in the Chris- 
tian Scriptures. Here again we 
have a formulation of truth 
which is a supreme illustration 
of Jesus’ poetic and spiritual 
genius. But the content of what 
is said is again almost wholly 
derivative. “Blessed are they 
that mourn for they shall be 
comforted”—if you would know 
where this comes from, turn to 
Isaiah 61:2. “Blessed are the 
meek, for they shall inherit the 
earth” — turn to Psalm 37:11. 
“Blessed are they that hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, 
for they shal] be filled”—turn to 
Isaiah 55:1. “Blessed are the 
pure in heart, for they shall see 
God”—turn to Psalm 24:4. Thus 
are the phrases and thoughts of 
this great passage all anticipat- 
ed by the Jews. 


IF ANY statement of Jesus is 
commonly cited as the complete 
and perfect summary of his re- 
ligion, it is the dual command- 
ment: “Thou shalt love’ the 
Lord thy God, with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength, and all 
thy mind, thy neighbor 
as thyself.” Where does this 
come from? First of all, from 
the New Testament story of the 
lawyer who tempted Jesus, say- 
ing: “What shall I do to in- 
herit eterna] life?” But origi- 
nally from the Old Testament, 
in two famous passages. The 
first is from Deuteronomy 6:4: 
“Hear, O Israel, the Lord thy 
God is one Lord; and thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy might.” The 
second is from Leviticus 19:18: 
“Thou shall not take vengeance, 
nor bear any grudge . . but 
thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself.” 

If anything is original with 
Jesus, it would seem to be his 
non-resistance — his injunction 
in the Sermon on the Mount to 
“resist not evil.” This received 
its supreme expression in Jesus’ 
commandment that we_ should 
love our enemies. This is very 
obviously a protest against and 
correction of the Jewish law of 
retaliation—“an eye for an eye, 
and a tooth for a tooth.” This 
law, without any question, ap- 
pears in the Old Testament. 
Jesus was mindful of it, and 
would get rid of it. 

But he was not the first to 
take this stand. Long since the 
Jewish prophets had laid hold 
upon the doctrine of love and 
forgiveness, even of enemies. 
But in one brief passage of the 
Old Testament we have an an- 
ticipation of this positive as- 
pect of non-resistance which is 
breath-taking.

IF I WERE asked to name the 
most beautiful expression of 
Jesus’ teaching on this point, I 
would turn to St. Paul's great 
Epistle to the Romans, and read 
the closing verses of the twelfth 
chapter: “If thine enemy hun- 
ger, feed him; if he thirst, give 
him drink; for in so doing thou 
shalt heap coals of fire upon his 
head. Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good.” If 
there is anything original in 
Christianity, this would certainly 





25th chapter of the Book of 


Proverbs, the 21st verse, and 
what do you find? “If thine 
enemy be hungry, give him 


bread to eat; and if he be thirs- 
ty, give him water to drink, for 
thou wilt heap coals of fire upon 
his head.” Even in his teach- 
ing of love, for enemies as well 
as friends, Jesus was only faith- 
ful to the noblest precepts of 
the Jews! 

All of this shows what Jesus 
was really doing in his ministry. 
Not practicing a new religion, 
but reviving the pure and un- 
defiled religion of Israel! Not 
starting a movement of revolt 
against Judaism, but only a 
movement of reform inside of 
Judaism! Not fors*king the 
Jewish synagogue and starting 
the Christian church, but cleans- 
ing the Jewish synagogue. .. . 
Nothing would have surprised 
Jesus more than to have learned 
after his death that his work 
had led to a new religion largely 
hostile to his own. 

To this day he would not 
have understood. the meaning 
of Christianity and Christian 
doctrine. Jesus was a Jew, in 
the great traditions of the 
prophets. He saw a religion in 
his time, as Isaiah and Amos and 
Jeremiah had seen a religion in 
their time, which had become 
overlaid and encrusted with a 
vast growth of theological and 
ecclesiastica] literalism which 
was fatal to the pure essence of 
the faith...

ALL THIS he sought to sweep 
away. “The letter killeth, but 
the spirit giveth life!” The 
Nazarene wanted to find that 
spirit again. Therefore did he 
seek, like the shepherd his lost 
sheep, that great body of Jew- 
ish prophecy which was the real 
religion of Israel... .So 
everything that was precious in 
Judaism came to life again in 
Jesus. He was teaching what 
was truest and noblest in the 
tradition of his own people. He 
sought for nothing but the res- 
toration of Israel to its true 
faith. 

What wonder, therefore, that 
he was not original, since he 
did not seek to be original? 
“Think not that I am come,” he 
said, “to destroy the law or the 
prophets! I am come not to 
destroy but to fulfill. For verily 
I say unto you: Till heaven and 
earth pass, one jot or one tittle 
shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all be fulfilled.” Here 
was not a Christian speaking, 
but a Jew. All that was dis- 
tinctively Christian came later 
and was unknown to the Naza- 
rene. 

Such is the debt which Chris- 
tianity owes to Judaism! Not 
Jesus merely, nor the Bible, the 
church and the Sunday, but the 
whole substance of Christian 
teaching! To take account of 
this debt is to come face to face 
with two facts, which I would 
emphasize in closing: 


FIRST, we find here one ex-|- 


planation at least and a very im 


portant one, of why the Chris- |: 
tians dislike and persecute the]:

Jews. They hate them 


money-lender who has_ given 
him money? How often do you 
see a taxpayer who folds in his 
affectionate embrace the  tax- 
collector? 


The publicans in ancient Is- 
rael were hated for nothing 
except that it was their busi- 
ness to receive the taxes for the 
government. And now the bur- 
den has fallen upon the Jews— 
that they have given so much to 
the Christians that the latter 
feel embarrassed and at least 
outraged that they owe all this 
to Israel! There are many rea 
sons for anti-Semitism—for tor- 
tures and massacres, the po- 
groms and exiles, which the Jews 
have suffered all these centuries 
from Christendom. The prob- 
lem is complicated and difficult 


— the pattern hopelessly en- 
tangletii. But one strand in the 
snar] may be unravelled, and 


that is the one which has to do 
with the Christian’s debt to 
Judaism. Until that debt is paid, 
or at least acknowledged, there 
will be little peace. 


THE SECOND thing which I 
would emphasize is this payment 
of the debt. [s it not time that 
payment began? And how shal] 
it be done? 

First, the debt must be ac- 
knowledged, somewhat as 1 
have tried to acknowledge it this 
morning. Why should not Chris- 
tians everywhere recognize 
Jesus as a Jew? Why should 
they not have the grace to refer 
to the Old Testament, when they 
use it, as the Jewish scriptures? 
Why should they not acclaim the 
kinship of the church with the 
synagogue, and of the Christian 
Sunday with the Jewish Sab- 
bath? As for the Gospel, what 
would be lost and what not 
gained, if the Jewish sources of 
this teaching were at last made 
plain? All this is not very 
much, perhaps, in the serious 
business of paying a heavy debt, 
but it is at least something. A 
first step is taken in discharg- 
ing an obligation when it is ac- 
knowledged that it exists. 

Secondly, why may we not pay 
this debt to the Jews by fight- 
ing anti-Semitism? Al] around 
us rages this noisome and fatal 
piague. It works its havoc not 
merely in Germany and Europe, 
but right here in America. Half- 
hidden, half-confessed, whisper- 
ed rather than shouted, taking 
shape not in hideous persecu- 
tions but in countless little ir-

ritations and injustices, but none 
the less fatal as a prejudice 
which poisons the soul, this 
curse is our curse, as it is Chris- 
tianity’s curse, and it should be 
ended for very shame, Here the 
church, in the very name of 
Jesus, should take the lead in 
stamping out this pestilence that 
devours ourselves as well as our 
victims. To fight and destroy 
anti-‘Semitism—this would be a 
large payment on the debt, 


LASTLY, as a means of pay- 
ing Christianity’s debt to Juda- 
ism, there is the opportunity 
now abundantly given us ... 
to bring Jews and Christians 
together, not by converting or 
merging one with the other, but 
by recognition of that spiritual 
kinship which makes them one 
—this is our holy task. To end 
the injustice and horror of the 
ages in finding and binding that 
“unity of the spirit which is the 
bond of peace!” Already Jews 
and Christians are one in all 
that is central to the inner es- 
sence of our faith. Why should 
we not similarly be one in all 
that is central to the outer re- 
lations of our lives? In both 
branches of the severed family 
there rests the obligation to 
shake off separatism and end 
isolation—but most heavily and 
immediately does this obligation 
rest upon Christians, who have 


the numbers, the power — and 
this debt which must be paid!

I KEEP THINKING, as I talk 
to you, of that great scene in 
Lessing’s drama, “Nathan der 
Weise” (Nathan the Wise), which 
touches upon this truth.

In his enthusiasm and 
gratitude, and desiring to honor 
Nathan with the greatest praise 
that he knows how to speak, 
the Friar exclaims: 

“Nathan, you are a Christian. 

Yes, I swear 
You are a Christian — better

To which the big-hearted and 
wise Nathan replies: 

“Indeed! The very thing that

skill. In the pool of the Phila- 
delphia YMHA blind youngsters 
are now being taught to swim, 


AT THE Cincinnati Jewish 
Community Center’s day camp 
a totally deaf child was success- 
{fully integrated into the program 
A personalized approach to each 
camper led the children to ar 
cept and help the youngster who 
was different because of his 
handicap. In Omaha, the Jewish 
Community Center teaches deaf 
youngsters to swim by combin 
ing the skill and experience of 
a trained coach with an expert in 
sign language who transmits the 
instructions from teacher to pu- 
pil. 

In Hartford, Conn., the Jewish 
Community Center plays host 
every Sunday morning to a spe- 
cial religious class for childrer: 
over 11 who are mentally re 
tarded. This is the group's only 
contact with the Jewish commu 
nity. The class is organized on 
Sunday school lines and has rab 
binical aid. Members of this Cen 
ter group have made substantial 
progress and even social con- 
sciousness. One of them com- 
posed an original prayer and the 
class as a whole sent a contri- 
bution to an institution for men- 
tally retarded youngsters in Is- 
rael.

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JUDAISM DEMANDS THAT INWARD TRUTH MUST BECOME 
REAL LIFE IF IT IS TO REMAIN TRUTH: BUBER 


THE ORIGIN AND MEANING 
OF HASIDISM, by Martin Bu- 
per, $4.50 (Horizon)- 


The ultimate work of the great 
octogenarian theologian and pro- 
tagonist of Hasidism has been 
edited and translated by Prof. 
Maurice Friedman, chief expon- 
ent of Buber’s writings in Amer- 
ica. Buber is a 
complicated 
character—one 
who maintains 
a strong rap- 
port with Jes- 
us, While op- 
posing his Pau- 
line perverters. 
He is devoted 
to the ways 
and _ principles 





Burstein 
of Hasidism, without living the 
kind of life we expect from a 
“hasid.” 

The present definitive collec- 
tion contrasts the movement with 


Freud, Spinoza, Christian and 
oriental mystics, with some sim- 
jlarities noted in Zen Buddhism. 
He thus places Hasidism within 
the area of all world religions. 

He sees in it more than the 
religion of the amhaaretz; it is 
“the hallowing of everything 
worldly”; in it devotion “has ab- 
sorbed and overcome gnosis’— 
meaning Knowledge of spiritual 
mysteries. Friedman sums up 
the subject: “Judaism does not 
neglect spiritual inwardness. . 
It demands that inward truth 
become real life if it is to remain 
truth.” An excellent book on 
both Buber and his major inter- 
est. 


MARTIN BUBER: JEWISH 
EXISTENTIALIST, by Mal- 
colm L. Diamond, $4.50 (Ox- 
ford University Press). 

The word “existentialist” 
should not alarm the reader. 
“Buber . . . uses existentialist 
language to call attention to di- 
mensions of existence that we 
often experience but fail to ‘no- 
tice.’ His biblical studies were 
largely directed “against the dis- 
tortions, oversimplifications, and 
misunderstandings introduced in- 
to higher criticism by the Well- 
huasen picture.” Further en- 
lightening phrases: “We Jews 
are a community based on mem- 
ary . a generation can only 
Teceive the teachings in the sense 
that it renews them.” 

Hasidism, says Prof. Diamond, 
emphasized “the unity of teach- 
ing and virtue,” Buber’s teach- 
ings, he declares, are affecting 
orthodox as well as liberal Jew- 
ish thinkers. Above all, Buber 
described his own efforts as 
based on “work, love, faith, and 
humor.” Diamond finds his con- 
tributions to both Judaism and 
Christianity invaluable, as well 


as his espousal of Zionism and 
all Jewsih mysticism. A good 
study, in which Prof. Maurice 
Friedman has aided. 


ANCIENT SEMITIC CIVILIZA- 
TIONS, by Sabatino Moscati, 
$1.65 (CAP Giant, G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons). 

Now in an inexpensive paper- 
back the scholarly depiction of 
“the bridge between the East 
and the West” by Prof. Moscati 
of Rome will attain its merited 
wider acceptance. The writer has 
gone back to origins anthropolo- 
gical, cultural, linguistic, theo- 
logical, literary; to the Babylon- 
ians, Assyrians, Hebrews, Ara- 
maeans, Arabs, and Ethiopians 
—to end with an epilogue evalu- 
ating the tremendous impact of 
Semitic life and culture on all 
future civilizations. Despite his 
belief that Semitic religion was 
“carried to completion” by Chris- 
tianity, his critical study of Ju- 
daism does not suffer. 


He is entirely correct in seeing 
Judaic survival ensured not by 
political power alone but by the 
Hebrew religion. He finds the 
sources “more archaic” than 
even Wellhausen assumed. He 
acknowledges that notwithstand- 
ing resemblances with other 
codes, Hebrew law had “its own 
independent development.” An 
informative and valuable study. 


THE BIBLICAL ZOO, by Susan 
Nevil, $3.75 (David McKay Co.) 
It was the idea of Prof. Aaron 

Shulov of the Hebrew University, 

in 1940, that culminated in com- 

pletion of a zoo in Jerusalem 
containing all the animals men 
tioned in the Hebrew Bible. 
Now, with Michael and Debor- 
ah, twins, Mrs. Nevil of Jerusa- 





lem (and author of “The Picture 
Story of the Middle East”) trav- 
els through the zoo and back 
into the biblical past. With the 
author’s splendid illustrations, 


her apt citations from the Bible 
text, and her own fascinating 


text, this book merits all praise 
and extensive dissemination 
among children everywhere.

ZIONISTS ACCEPTED FUNDS 


AT THE TIME that Israel began to accept reparations 
from Germany, we wrote here that the question of con- 
tinuing to boycott Germany had been resolved by Israel, 
and any further argument was merely wasteful exercise. 

The same settlement in another area has taken place, 
and although the implications are not so indelibly clear, 
they nevertheless obtain just as surely. 

WHEN THE ZIONISTS began to rely on funds from 
non-Zionists for Zionist needs, then the difference between 
Zionist and non-Zionist was doomed. 

In the United States today that difference has disap- 
peared, and while the Zionists may cry shrilly against this 
turn of events, they not only brought it about by winning 
over the community to acceptance of the need for an Israel, 
but in addition they should be welcoming it. 


PRESS MUST RESPECT ITSELF 


YOU CAN GET a pretty good idea of which Jewish 
press of the world is independent when you note the sides 
in the tiff (P-O, Apr. 15) between the press and the new 
Jewish Agency, headed by Dewey Stone. 

Walking out in protest against the news break per- 
mitted the New York Times over final announcement of 
the new set-up were reporters for the Jewish Chronicle 
of London, foreign correspondents in the U.S. for the Is- 
raeli papers and The POST and OPINION. 

STAYING WERE the Jewish Telegraphic Agency and 
the reporters for the yiddish press, plus the reporter for 
the New York Times, which, of course, is not a Jewish 
paper. 

; Readers of The POST and OPINION knew about the 
revision in the set-up of the Jewish Agency months ago, 
but that was not because of a deliberate news leak to us. 
Our reporter Gershon Jacobson spent days and nights fer- 
retting out this important news, which, while going on 
behind closed doors, involved the major fund-raising instru- 
meut of the American Jewish community. 

WE'RE A LITTLE BIT surprised that the yiddish press 
did not walk out of the press conference too. We hope this 
doesn't indicate anything more than a faulty decision, be- 
cause up until now the yiddish press and its reporters have 
been the strongest safeguard against this closed-door policy 
which says that the people can’t be trusted with knowing 
what the leadership is doing for their benefit. 

As long as the Jewish press doesn’t have any self- 
respect of its own, no one else is going to respect it. 


LONG OVERDUE 


If the report is accyrate that Israel plans a revision 
in its policies towards its Arab population, then this is 
good news indeed. 

IF THERE IS A calculated risk in this new policy, 
this must be weighed against the advantages that will 
accrue to the Jewish state by this ethical move. It will 
demonstrate more than anything else to the world and 
to Israel’s Arab neighbors that equality of citizenship 
rights is now being extended to all of Israel’s peoples, 
Jews and Arabs alike. 

Except for security measures, there was little to de- 
fend Israel’s harsh treatment of her Arab minority. If 
the Arabs in Israel reacted to this treatment as if they 
were in fact more closely connected with the Arab popu- 
lace outside of Israel than with the state in which they 
lived, this could be expected. 

IT’S ONLY BEEN in the past several years that Israel 
has begun to show true generosity to her Arabs. Complete 
equality for them is still some years away. Prejudice is 
not native to any one country, and Israelis are hardly 
an exception, unfortunately. But a government must be 
concerned with the welfare of all its citizens. We believe 
that the Israel government has moved too slowly to eradi- 
cate unjust and unequal treatment of her Arab citizens. 

Regardless of the effect of complete integration of 
the Arab population into Israel on the neighboring Arab 
countries and on the world, the most important result 
cf these continuing moves will be to raise the moral climate 
for the Israelis themselves. No one knows better than a 
Jew what it means to be a second-class citizen. No Jew 
should make another person a second-class citizen. We 
rejoice that this realization seems finally to be going to 
become part of the policy of the Israeli government. 


VETO RIGHT 


Whether the reporter was right in asserting in the 
news story in The POST and OPINION (P-O, Apr. 8) that 
observers don’t see a significant future role for the Presi- 

- dents Conference, only time will tell. But, if as is most 

likely, he was referring to the action which gives any 
organization in the Conference veto power over decisions, 
then we don’t agree. 

HERETOFORE THE Conference could act if a ma- 
jority voted affirmatively. The opposition groups merely 
were not listed when the announcement advocating what- 
ever the action happened to be was made. 

THE TRUE ROLE of the Presidents Conference is as 
a consultative body—a forum where all Jewish organiza- 
tions (save the American Jewish Committee which is the 
only major Jewish body which has refused to join) can 
express views and learn the thinking of other Jewish 
groups. The veto right carries out this purpose and is a 
consistent right in this context. It couldn't be otherwise, 
end any attempt to transform the Conference into another 
national Jewish organzation would doom it to immediate 
dissolution 


The EDITOR'S CHAIR - - - 





JUST ONE MORE reference to the con- 
vention of the National Jewish Welfare Board 
a few weeks ago in St. Louis. 

Yehuda Rosenman, executive director of 
the Jewish Community Centers Association of 
Baltimore, asked for what he would term, 
“Applied Judaism.’ 

The frame of reference for this call 
stemmed from what he lamented as “the in- 
troduction of the .narket-place practices and 
values into our institutions, instead of having 
our spiritual and cultural values permeate the 
market place.” 

WE QUITE AGREE with Mr. Rosenman, 
but because he failed to be specific, we have 
to charge him, as we did his co-speaker on 
the same platform, Mr. Stein (P-O, Apr. 15) 
with evasion. We'll take this one precaution, 
however. We did not hear Mr. Rosenman’s 
talk, and have only a brief press account of 
it to go by. 

Mr. Rosenman said his “applied Judaism” 
would involve 1) Relating Jewish history, 
culture and tradition to contemporary needs 
and problems; 2) Introducing and motivating 
interest in study and acquaintance with Jew- 
ish sources and 3) Helping people to re-examine 
their values and standards of behavior as re- 
lated to the immediate situation but with a 
frame of reference and understanding of the 
historic Jewish values.” 

THIS IS FINE, as far as it goes. 

Now what has Mr. Rosenman done about 
his own community and integration there. We 
no doubt can count Mr. Rosenman as a liberal, 
but has he recommended that the Jewish Com- 
munity Center Association build its next cen- 
ter in the Negro neighborhood so that the 
Jewish young people may learn to appreciate 
the fine Jewish and democratic quality of 
sharing experiences with the less fortunate? 

We doubt it. 

This kind of action by a Jewish group 
would electrify the U.S. Jewish community 
and win our young people back to Judaism 
quicker than all the speeches and sermons 
in the world. Isn’t this what Mr. Rosenman 
meant when he called for “applied Judaism.” 


CHARLES ROTH our executive editor put 
me into this line of thought when he called 
on the Jewish community of New York to 
take an active interest in the plight of the 
Puerto Ricans. He pointed out to me that in 
HIAS, the Hebrew Immigration Aid Society, 
the Jewish community of New York, had an 
agency already set up which has a background 
of experience over fifty years of alleviating 
the plight of immgirants in the new world. 
Let HIAS, he urged, now go to work to ease 
the way for the Puerto Ricans in their trans- 
ition from an island society to that of the 
great metropolis. 

This kind of action, he said, would be 
Judaism in practice that everyone would un- 
derstand.

In this chair last week, because we were 
too long, the final paragraphs from the piece 
we wrote contrasting the views of Dr. Abram 
Sachar and Rabbi Jerome D. Folkman had to 
be cut out.

In the chair last week, because we were 
the bad but the good too, and arrived at the 
conclusion that we were at least on the road 
to a golden age of Jewry in the US. 

Another speaker at the JWB convention, 
Rabbi Jerome D. Folkman, of Columbus, O., 
warned that the current unprecedented ma- 
terial prosperity is threatening “the dedication 
to spiritual and intellectual pursuits that have 
distinguished the Jewish people through the 
ages.” 

Rabbi Folkman repeated the theory, hardly 
new, that “Judaism has developed remarkable 
techniques for the survival in adversity” and 
adds that “we need to preserve Judaism and 
its characteristic spiritual and _ intellectual 
values in conditions of general prosperity.” 

Another convention speaker, Dr. Abram 
Sachar, president of Brandeis U., called atten- 
tion to the disappointing aspect of Jewish 
life in the U.S.: 

“The virtual end of immigration and 
the disappearance of the historic Jewish 
centers in Europe have thrown American 
Jewry upon its own resources. But these 
resources must be fed continuously by 
imaginative Jewish cultural agencies, the 
schools, the seminaries, the temples, the 


_ a

centers, the publication projects, the in- 
strumentalities of scholarship. Neither 
philanthropy nor a sentimental nostalgia, 
nor an annual pilgrimage to say Kaddish 
for a parent, nor the prods of occasional 
anti-Semitic manifestations by themselves 
are sufficiently strong cotter pins to hold 
Jewish life together. 


“The integument must be the precious 
residue of our cultural and religious her- 
itage. The great enemy is ignorance of 
Jewish values, ignorance which _ blocks 
out the lifeline uniting the present to the 
inspirational reservoirs of the past. This 
has been often said, but the fact that there 
is nothing original in the detailing of the 
need does not make the need any less, 
Pride of ancestry means nothing if it is 
an ignorant pride. Mouthing platitudes 
about an eternal people, does not give 
validity to pride. The gypsies are also an 
old people, but they have no memory and 
their amnesia makes them rootless and 
sterile.” 

* 


GOLDA MEIR HAS defended Israel's ac- 
tion at the time of the world-wide swastika 
daubing rage (P-O, Apr. 15) but it won't 
make much difference. At that time, Israel, 
assuming a role of the voice of world Jewry, 
addressed notes of protest to the world gov- 
ernments, couched in diplomatic language, but 
nevertheless interpreted in the chancellories 
of the west and by the Jewsih communities 
of the Free World as a diplomatic move in- 
tended to set a precedent. 

In the realm of who speaks for world 
Jewry there is considerable confusion, 

The World Jewish Congress (WJC) seeks 
to occupy that role, and a competitor is the 
Consultative Conference of Jewish Organiza- 
tions, of which the American Jewish Com- 
mittee is the spearhead. This loosely set up 
body sought to prove that the World Jewish 
Congress is not this voice, but proceded to 
operate in precisely the same way as the 
Congress, except that it acts on an ad hoc 
basis. 

IN THE REALM of Jewries like that of 
England or the United States there is no ques- 
tion in anybody’s mind, even Israel’s, as te 
who speaks for these Jewish communities, 
and whatever Israel does won’t affect the 
situation. The American Jewish community 
could not give up its preprogative to speak 
for itself without admitting that its citizens 
were acquiescing to dual loyalty. 

On the world scene, in states where Jew- 
ries are oppressed or as behind the iron curtain 
where the Jews are not permitted to organize, 
then we have an idea that Israel will for the 
time being occupy the role of spokesman. This 
is no different than the World Jewish Congress 
or the Consultative Conference, which as in 
the case of North Africa Jewries, have spoken 
to the governments to ask for equal rights 
for the Jews living there. Israel will win out 
over the Congress and the Consultative Con- 
ference for the obvious reason that Israel re- 
presents authority, which the WJC and any 
other body speaks only for a somewhat doubt- 
ful constituency. 


GOLDA MEIR TOLD R. N. Carvalho, pre- 
sident of the Anglo-Jewish Association of Eng- 
land, which occupies a place in that Jewish 
community not unlike that of the AJCommit- 
tee in the U.S., and which cooperates with 
the AJCommittee in the Consultative Confer- 
ence, that Israel considered itself fully justi- 
fied in speaking out on Jewish matters even 
if they did not specifically deal with Israeli 
issues,

herself this freedom again when it comes to 
the U.S. Jewish community.

Says Jewish Lawyers Have No 
Business Defending Rockwell

We were recently treated to 
the nauseating spectacle of Jew- 
jsh lawyers in Washington, D. C 
rising to the defense of Ameri- 
can Nazis whose avowed ambi- 
tion is to bring gas chambers to 
the American scene—specially 
equipped to burn all Jews. Only 
slightly less sickening is the de- 
fense of these lawyers and the 
American Civil Liberteis Union 
for.the way they handled the 
situation, by Jews, in the form 
of public statements and letters 
to editors which appeared in the 
general and Anglo-Jewish press. 
Some of us as lawyers—and 
some laymen—have some knowl- 
edge of the holdings of our 
courts on the great issues of 
free speech and the free press. 
We. know about the “clear and 
present danger” test—and we 
realize that words spoken and 
written on one occasion may en- 
joy the constitutional protection 
of free speech, while the same 
words spoken or written under 
other circumstances may consti- 
tute a punishable offense. We 
know also that the concepts of 
our courts may change from 
time to time. 

Let us assume that Rockwell 
and his Nazis stayed within the 





law in their distribution of their 
“Murder the Jews” pamphlets in 
Washington. Isn’t it reasonable 
to suppose that they would have 
access to ample funds to protect 
their constitutional rights, when 
arrested, without the interven- 
tion of the ACLU and the Jewish 
lawyers. 

What kind of a Jew is it who 
will listen to a Nazi say in ef- 
fect, “I déspise you, I loath you, 
I will do all I can to destroy 
you and to make ashes of your 
people,” and whose reaction, un- 
solicited, is, “You have a perfect 
right to say that, and I'll defend 
that right.” And what kind of 
an organization is it that will 
pick, or acquiesce in the picking 
of, Jews to do the job of defend- 
ing the right of Nazis to dis- 
tibute pamphlets exhorting the 
destruction of Jews? Couldn't 
the ACLU have waited a while 
to see whether it might become 
necessary to file an amicus curiae 
brief in a high court? Or does 
the ACLU feel a compulsion 
automatically to defend every 
Nazi and facist on every occasion 
to protect his rights of free 
speech—and to use Jewish law- 
yers?
